Although most declined to dis-

Ray- 
mond P. Shafer, a Republican, 
said their report on the Cambo- 
dian step indicates "the vast 
majority of those of us who 
were there feel it was a suc- 
cess." 


"We hope that it will be a

Guatemala

GUATEMALA (AP) — Car- 


rying the coffin of a slain uni- 
versity professor, 3,000 persons 
silently marched through Guate- 
mala City Monday afternoon to 
protest his torture-death at the 
hands of right-wing terrorists.

narrow 


streets of this central American 
capital, other mourners were at- 
tending the burial of a business- 
man killed by left-wing extrem- 
ists in a playground Sunday 
morning. 


Since April 5, when Ambassa- 


dor Carl Von Spreti of West 
Germany was slain by leftist ex- 
tremists, 45 persons have been 
killed by terrorists from the 
right and left of the Guatemalan 
political spectrum, according to 
an unofficial tally. 


Recent victims include Justo 


Rufino Cabrera 
Guzman, an 


economics professor from the 
University of San Carlos in Gua- 
temala City, and Jose Manuel 
VUlaverde Vasquez, who man- 
aged a local drug company. 


Cabrera was kidnaped Friday 


night. His body was found Sat' 
urday night about 10 miles out- 
side the city. He had been tor- 
tured, then shot, once in the 
head and twice in the heart. His 
death was attributed to a right- 
wing group which calls itself 
"Ojo para Ojo"—An eye for an 
eye. 


Although not publicly active 


in politics, Cabrera was report' 
ed to have connections with the 
Rebel Armed 
Forces—FAR— 


the left-wing group believed to 
have engineered the Von Spretj 
kidnap-killing and other acts of 
violenc.

"There appears to be no sound 
reason not to say that tektites 
come from the moon." 


The rock in question was part 


of a lunar rock sample brought 
back in November by the Apollo 
12 crew and believed to be some 
4.6 billion years old. Scientists 
at the Manned Spacecraft Cen- 
ter in Houston have described it 
as "clearly the oldest rock yet 
found on the moon, and older 
than any rock found on earth." 


Tektites are black or green 


glass pebbles found in small 
quantities in Bohemia and Mor- 
avia, ggcJIqns i pf,> Czechosjpya- 
kia, the East Indies and Austra- 
lia. 


Usually the pebble's surface 


is pitted or sometimes grooved 
with winding marks. A few have 
ring marks like those seen on 
spacecraft re-entry heat shields. 


O'Keefe said he compared the 


Apollo 12 rock with two earth 
tekties and some 5,000 ordinary 
rocks 
produced by fusion in 


heating. 


"The Apollo 12 rock has the 


distinctive chemical hallmarks 
of a tektite, including enrich- 
ment in potassium and a puz- 
zling mixture of the characteris- 
tics of the basic rocks and the 
acidic rocks like granite," he 


from hardened mud or sand, 
and distributed over the earth 
by the impact of large comefs 
and the resultant splashing of 
melted sandstone. 


"It is now clear that the moon 


can produce the same peculiari- 
ties, although it has no mJd, 
sand or atmosphere," O'Keefe 
said. 
, 


He added that most moon 


rocks found thus far are older 
than 3 billion years. By con- 
trast, the oldest tektite appar- 
ently has an age of 2 billion, and 
most are much younger. 


This discrehancy could be ex- 


plained 
if 
tektites 
were 


launched from the moon not by 
meteorite Impact, as O'Keefe 
himself formerly believed, but 
by volcanic eruption as suggest- 
ed by a Dutch engineer, D. R. 
D. M. Verbeek, in 1891, he said. 


O'Keefe explained that older 


material may be torn from the 
sides of a volcano's vent, but 
even this material likely would 
be the result of a relatively re- 
cent previous eruption since vol- 
canism rarely continues dor a 
long time at the same site.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon outlined today what 
he termed "significant exten- 
sions" of his welfare reform 
proposals but delayed their in- 
troduction 
in Congress 
until 


next year. 
the main alterations to his 


ground-breaking family assist- 
ance plan involve new adminis- 
tration of the food stamp pro- 
gram and replacement of the 
present medicaid health insur- 
ance plan for the needy with a 
broader based, prepaid "family 
health insurance program for 
all poor families with children." 


The Senate Finance Commit- 


tee demanded May 1 that the 
administration rework its wel- 
fare reform measure 
because 


senators claimed it penalized 
some poor persons who worked. 


The President said he would 


submit a reorganization 
plan 


next year to transfer the food 
stamp program from the Agri- 
culture Department to the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. The shift is de- 
signed to tie food stamps more 
closely with family assistance. 


Nixon said his new health 


plan for the poor "would pro- 
vide a comprehensive package 
of health services, including 
both 
hospital 
and 
outpatient 


care." 
- The new plan was not spelled 
out, 
but is expected to be pre- 


paid, comprehensive care plan 
similar to one proposed earlier 
as an option in the Medicare 
program. 


The President for the moment 


has adopted a mixed bag of cau- 
tious short-term and potentially 
sweeping long-range alterations, 
officials said. 


The key change would switch 


administration 
of food stamps 


from various state and local 
agencies to the family assist- 
ance network. Family assist- 
ance is designed to replace the 
federal-state aid to dependent 
children program. 


In this way, the administra- 


tion believes, food stamp eligi- 
bility requirements and benefits 
level, can be meshed with family 
assistance. 


Some senators contended ben- 


efits from welfare-related pro- 
grams such as food stamps, 
public housing and 
medicaid 


would tend to destroy the work 
incentive and become in fact, a 
"work disincentive." 


They cited a Chicago family 


of a mother and her three chil- 
dren. 


If the mother earned $5,000 a 


year, they said, the various gov- 
ernment benefits would bring 
the total to $7,123. If her earn- 
ings rose to $5,560, the total 
would drop to $6,109, they add- 
ed. 


This paradoxical decline was 


attributed to the discontinuance 
of all food and medical benefits 
after income passed a certain 
level. 


The new proposal is designed 


to avoid such precipitous cut- 
offs, at least for food stamps. 
The stamps are purchased for 
less than face value and re- 
deemed at stores for food. 


The President 
will recom- 


mend separate legislation em- 
bodying similar principles for 
government subsidies involved 
in low rent public housing, the 
sources said. 


The reforms for medicaid— 


the federal-state health assist- 
ance program for the needy- 
are reportedly more long range. 


The President will also call 


for changes in existing welfare 
programs 
benefiting 
unem- 


ployed fattier, the sources said. 
State and local governments 
will receive 
new assurances 


their welfare outlays will not 
rise under family assistance. 
Additional federal costs for 


family assistance are reportedly 
about the same under the re- 
vised planas under the original
